REPORT. , 

fo the Secretary of the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries, 
SlE, 

I BEG to submit tlie First Part of the Volume of 
Agiicultural Statistics for the year 1916, containing returns 
of the acreage of crops and number of live stock on agricultural 
holdings exceeding one acre in extent in June last. 

The collection of the returns was again undertaken by the 
Commissioners of Customs and Excise, whose officers distributed 
and collected the schedules and forwarded them to the Board. 

The collection of the returns for the Isle of Man and the 
Channel Islands was again undertaken by the respective 
Lieutenant-Governors. 

For the statistics relating to Scotland and Ireland included 
in the present publication the Board are indebted to the 
Departments of Agricultm-e for those countries. 

Area under Cultivation. 

Of the total area of land in England and Wales, 37,137,564 
acres, 11,051,101 acres were returned as arable land, 
16,022,983 acres as permanent grass, and 3,816,083 acres as 
mountain and heath land used for grazing in 1916. These 
show an increase of 85,394 acres of arable land, a decrease of 
64,410 acres of permanent grass, while rough grazings increased 
by 51,377 acres. The increase" in the cultivated area, which 
amounted to 20,984 acres, occurred principally in the south- 
western division of England and in Wales. 

Number and Size of Holdings. 

The total number of agricultural holdings above one acre 
in England and Wales in 1916 was 428,425, a reduction of 
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ratlier less than 5,000 as compared with 1915. The returns 
w^ere analysed in seven size-groups, the numbers in each group, 
in 1916 and 1915 being as follows : —

The changes this year are in a similar direction to those of the 
previous two years, viz., reductions in the number of the smaller 
holdings under 20 acres and also of the largest sized holdings, 
accompanied by an increase in the number of medium sized 
farms. The decrease in the number of small holdings, i.e. those 
above one and not exceeding 50 acres, was 5,530, and in the 
number of farms above 300 acres, 195. Medium sized farms, 
viz., those from 50 to 300 acres, showed an increase of 803, 

In every division® of England and Wales the number of 
holdings from 1 to 5 acres and from 5 to 20 acres was reduced, 
the largest decreases being recorded in the south--western 
division with drops of 504 and 400 respectively. Changes in 
the numbers of those from 20 to 50 acres varied in different 
parts of the country, the north-eastern, west midland, south- 
western, and north-western divisions showing increases, whilst 
other divisions showed reductions. Increases were general in 
the size-groups 50 to 100 acres and 100 to 150 acres, whilst in 
every division except the northern division of England and 
south Wales, there w^ere fewer holdings of from 150 to 300 
acres. Every division had less farms above 300 acres than in 
1915. The largest reduction in the total number of holdings 
occurred in the north-western division, wdth a decline of over 
700, whilst the north-eastern, east midland, and south-western 
divisions had 600 to 700 less agricultural holdings than a year 
ago.

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Corn Crops. 

The area under Wheat in 1916 amounted to 1,912,208 
acres, being 267,962 acres, or about 12 per cent., less than in 
1915. The large area placed under this crop in the autumn 
of 1914 was no doubt attributable to the general desire of 
fanners to contribute to the national effort, and to a feeling of 
confidence in the p)-ospect of higher prices. Difficulties arising 
from depletion of labour and other causes had, however, become 
aggravated a year later, and it appeared probable that supplies 
of wheat from overseas would be exceptionally large. The 
relative advantages of other crops, and especially barley, of 
which one of the main sources of supply had been cut off, no 
doubt had some influence on the arrangement of cropping. 
Nevertheless, although the wheat acreage was reduced from the 
previous year, it was greater in 1916 by 134,099 acres (7' 5 per- 
cent.) than the average of the ten years 1906-1915, and, with 
the exception of last year, the largest recorded since 1899. 
The difference from the normal is perhaps best seen by a 
comparison with pre-war conditions. Judged by the standard 
of the ten years 1905-14, there were 176,281 more acres, or 
10 per cent., under wheat in England and Wales in 1916. The 
decline, as compared with 1915, occurred in every division of 
England, and in nearly every county. In the eastern division there 
was a decrease of 79,000 acres, in the north-eastern division one of 

55.000 acres, in the south-eastern division 36,000 acres, and in 
the east-midland division 34,000 acres. In the west-midland and 
south-western divisions there were losses of 29,000 and 20,000 
acres respectively, but in the northern and north-western divisions 
the decreases were considerably smaller. The largest county 
decreases occurred in Essex, 28,000 acres ; Norfolk, 18,000 
acres ; Lincoln (Lindsey), ' 16,000 acres ; and East Suffolk, 

14.000 acres. Wales, on the contrary, showed a slightly 
increased area under wheat, in which every county except Flint, 
Pembroke, and Glamorgan participated. 

The area under Barley in 1916 amounted to 1,332,076 acres, 
an increase of 100,354 acres, or 8 per cent,, over that of last 
year, the lowest acreage recorded. The majority of the 
English counties shared in the increase, the principal additions 
to the area occurring in the eastern division, 29,000 acres, and 
in the north-eastern division, 36,000 acres. Both divisions of 
Wales showed an increased acreage, the increase in the south 
amounting to nearly 6,000 acres. 

The acreage returned as under Oats was slightly less than in 
1915, being 2,084,674 acres, or a loss of 3,373 acres, thus showing 
little change as compared with last year. The principal varia- 
tions in England occurred in the north-eastern division, where 
there was a decline of 25,000 acres, while the south-western 
division recorded an increase of 11,000 acres. The chief change 
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in any county was in Norfolk, which lost 12,000 acres. Both 
divisions of Wales showed increases, that in South Wales 
reaching nearly 15,000 acres, and in North Wales 8,000 acres. 
With one exception, Flint, all the Welsh counties returned a 
larger acreage under oats. 

The area under Beans in 1916 was 236,257 acres, a decline 
of 30,258 acres as compared with last year, and 46,850 acres 
less than the preceding 10 years’ average. The decrease Avas 
general throughout the country, every division with one excep- 
tion, the northern, showing a deficiency. The loss was greatest 
in the eastern division, which accounted for more than half tlie 
total decrease, while the north-eastern and east midland divisions 
recorded a decline of some 6,000 acres each. 

Peas also showed a decrease, the area returned being 112,683 
acres, a decline of 16,698 acres as compared with the previous 
year. This is the lowest acreage yet recorded, and is 53,517 
acres, or 32 per cent., Less than the average of the ten yeai-s 
1906-1915. Every division of England shared in the loss, but 
the principal v^ariations were in the eastern and north-eastern 
divisions, where the decreases were 7,000 and 5,000 acres 
respectively. With insignificant exceptions nearly evejy 
county in England showed a deficiency, the largest being 
noted in Lincoln, Essex, and Suffolk. 

The total area under the corn and pulse crops — wheat, 
barley, oats, lye, beans, and peas — in 1916 Avas 5,731,374 acres, 
a decrease of 202,142 acres as compared AA'ith 1915. 

Potato and Root Crops. 

The area under Potatoes in 1916 was 427,948 acres, or 
35,451 acres less than in 1915, .and nearly 7,000 acres less 
than the 10 years’ av’^erage. The decrease .Avas general 
throughout England, nearly eA^ery coimty shoAving a loss of 
acreage. The greatest diminution occurred in the north-eastern 
division, where there Avas a decline of 15,000 acres, and the 
eastern division lost 9,000 acres. The principal county changes 
were recorded in Lincoln and Cambridge, AA'hich fell by 11,000 
and 5,000 acres respectively. Lancashire showed a decrease of 
1,200 acres and Cheshire one of 1,700 acres. In Wales every 
county returned an increased area under potatoes. 

The acreage of Turnips and Swedes shovs'ed a small increase, 
and the total, 938,159 acres, was 6,303 acres in excess of last 
year. The county changes fluctuated, the losses and gains being 
widely distributed, and were mostly of small importance. 

The area of Mangolds declined by 8^ per cent., the total 
being 378,137 acres, or 35,586 acres less than in 1915. This is 
the smallest area returned since 1899. The decrease was 
general and occurred in nearly every county in England and 
Wales. The principal losses Avere in the eastern division, 
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10,800 acres, in tlie north-eastern division, 8,800 acres, in tiie 
east midland division, 5,000 acres, and in the south-eastern 
division, 4,200 acres. Tire chief county decreases were shown 
in Norfolk, 5,000 acres, in Essex, 8,500 acres, and. in East 
Suffolk, 3,400 acres. In Wales there was a small decrease of 
14.0 acres. 

Hops. 

The area under Hops showed a decline of 3,392 acres or 10 
per cent., the total being 31,352 acres as compared with 34,744 
acres in 1915. After 1909 the area under hops had begun 
to increase, until it reached 36,661 acres in 1914, but this 
further reduction brings the total below that of 1909, and is the 
smallest yet recorded. All the hop-gi-owing counties showed a 
reduced area ; in the south-eastern division the loss was 2,304 
acres, towards which Kent contributed 1,836 acres, and in the 
west midland counties the decrease was 1,086 acres. ■ 

Other Chops and Fruit. 

Among other crops, the most noteworthy change was an 
increase in the area under mustard (Table 7), from 32,150 acres 
in 1915 to 65,721 acres this year, or just about double; the 
increase was mainly in that returned as grown for seed, which 
increased from 20,239 to 51,907 acres. Vetches decreased by 
nearly a fifth, he., by some 20,000 acres, while most “minor 
crops ” ('I’able 7), such as carrots, onions, buckwheat, Brussels 
sprouts, caulillowers, and flax showed more or less important 
increases, The area under sugar-beet fell from 2,349 to 151 
acres. 

A slight decline may be noted in small fruit, this being 
attributable to a reduction of over 2,000 acres of straw^berries, 
principally in Kent. Orchards wei’e returned as 2,500 acres 
more than in 1915, the increase being chiefly among apples 
and cherries. 


Clover and Rotation Grasses. 

The decrease in the area of Clover, Sainfoin, and Grasses 
under Rotation, which had been in progress since 1907, was 
mrested this year. The total acreage was 2,590,310 acres, an 
increase of 227,945 acres or 10 per cent, over that of 1915. 
With two insignificant exceptions every county in England and 
Wales returned increased areas. The largest actual addition to 
the clover, &c., area was in the eastern division with an 
increase of 61,500 acres. In the north-eastern division there was 
an increase of 36,000 acres, in the south-eastern and east midland 
divisions increases of 24,000 acres each were recorded, while in 
the four remaining divisions of England the additions ranged 
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from 13,000 acres to 17,000 acres. In North Wales the increase 
was nearly 10,000 acres, and in South Wales nearly 9,000 acres. 

The principal part of the increase was in the area reserved 
for mowing, and the total, 1,762,699 acres, was 224,632 acres, or 
nearly 1 5 per ' cent, in excess of last year. Every county in 
England and Wales shared in this increase, and the additions 
in the several divisions followed very closely those recorded for 
the total of the two categories in the preceding paragraph. 

The area reserved for grazing showed a small increase of 
3,313 acres, about half the counties in England showing increases 
and the other half decreases. 


Bare Fallow. 

The area returned as Bare Fallow in 1916 was 421,886 
acres, or 112,247 acres in excess of that of 1915. This is the 
largest area returned as uncropped since 1904, when the figure 
was 425,718 acres. One cause of this increase was no doubt 
the very unfavourable spring, field work being almost at a 
standstill throughout March especially, but depletion of labour 
may also have contributed. Every division in England and 
Wales showed an increase, but the changes in the south-western, 
northern, and north-western divisions of England and in Wales 
were small. The principal increases wnre iii the east, with 

43.000 acres, north-east 23,000 acres, south-east 18,000 acres, 
and in the east and west midlands wilh 15,000 acres and 

9.000 acres respectively. The largest, county increase was in 
Essex, with an addition of 17,000 acres. 

Permanent Grass. 

The area of Permanent Grass in 1916 was 16,022,983 acres, 
or 64,410 acres less than in 1916. The decrease was fairly 
general, only two divisions in England, the east midland and 
the south-western, recording extensions of the area. The largest 
decreases were returned in the northern division, 6,000 acres, 
the north-western 14,000 acres. North Wales 16,000 acres, and 
South Wales 26,000 acres. The reduction of grass land in these 
divisions was accompanied by an extension of the arable area, 
where the increases were 5,000 acres, 14,000 acres, 2 1 ,000 acres, 
and 35,000 acres respectively. 

The area of permanent grass reserved for hay was 4,825,988 
acres, an increase of 174,379 acres over 1915, and of 40,000 
acres as compared with 1914. The increase was general 
throughout England and Wales, only six counties returning 
smaller meadow hay areas. The largest additions occurred in 
the north-western division with 34,000 acres, in the east and west 
midland divisions with nearly 28,000 acres each, in the northern 
division with 25,000 acres, and in the south-western division 
with 18,000 acres. In Wales the total increase was 23,000 acres. 
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Tlie area kept entirely for grazing showed a decline of 
238,789 acres as compared with 1915. l"he decrease was 
general in all divisions, the most noticeable in England occur- 
ring in the north-western division, 48,000 acres, in the northern 
division 31,000 acres, in the west midland division 29,000 acres, 
and in the east midland division 27,000 acres. In North Wales 
there was a drop of 24,000 acres and in South Wales 42,000 
acres. 

The total acreage of hay (whether seeds or meadow) was 
6,588,687 acres, or 399,011 acres larger than in 1915. 


Horses. 

The total number of Horses on agricultural holdings in 1916 
■was 1,359,566, an increase of 72,384, or 5|- per cent., over the 
number returned in 1915. Every county in England and 
Wales, with one exception, contributed to this increase. The 
major portion of the increase occurred in the horses used for 
agricultural purposes (including breeding mares), in which 
group it amounted to 43,691, and among the unbroken horses, 
with an addition of 27,401. 

The number of agricultural horses was 772,770, an increase 
of 6 per cent, as compared with 1915. The increase was general 
throughout the country, all counties participating. The largest 
actual increase occurred in the north-eastern division, with an 
addition of over 6,000. 

The other class of broken horses on farms, viz., saddle, 
carriage or trap, and vanner horses not employed on the work 
of the farm, showed but little change on the total. Saddle 
horses showed a small decrease ; there was a decrease of near-ly 

2.000 in the carriage or trap horses ; and an increase of nearly 

3.000 in the case of vanners. 

The decline in horse-breeding to which attention was directed 
in the reports of the two preceding .years was arrested in 
1916. The number of foals returned this year was 109,807, 
an increase of 10,565, or 10^ per cent., as compared with 1915. 
This is the largest number returned since 1910, and is slightly 
in excess of the average of the ten years 1906-1915. Nearly 
all the counties contributed to this increase, which was relatively 
greater in Wales than in England, being nearly 14 per cent, in 
the former and 10 per cent, in the latter. The principal 
increases in England occurred in the north-western, south- 
western, northern, and west midland divisions. The increase 
among heavy foals amounted to 6,418, and among the light foals 
to 4,147. 

Stallions above two years old used or intended to be used 
for service showed an increase ; the total, 8,257, being 568 in 
excess of the figure for 1915. The increase occurred both in 
heavy and light stallions, and the numbers returned this year 
were 5,082 and 3,175 respectively. 
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Unbroken horses, one year old and above, showed an increase 
of 16,836, or a little more than 8 per cent,, the total being- 
218,914. Every division shared in this increase, the lai'gest 
being retnrned in the north-western division. 

Oaitle. 

The total number of Cattle returne.d in 1916 was 6,215,781, 
an increase of 151,627 over the-returnof 1915, and 376,550 above 
the average of the preceding ten years. This is the largest 
number recorded since the returns have been collected. Every 
division, with the exception of the northern, where the decrease 
was 11,000, showed an increase, the principal being in the 
south-western division with an addition of 31,000, South Wales 
with 23,000, and the north-eastern, south-eastern, and w'est 
midland divisions -\vith 21,000 lo 22,000 in each. 

The total net increase was made up as follows : — Cows and 
heifers in milk or in calf decreased by 4,821 ; other cattle 
two years and above increased by 73,437 ; other cattle one year 
and under two by 76,866 ; and calves under one year by 6,145. 

The total milking herd in 1916, 2,429,682, although very 
slightly less than in 1915, was 72,000 greater than the average 
of the 10 years 1.906 to 1915. The principal losses occurred in 
the northern division, with a fall of 10,000, and in the north- 
western division with one of 7,000. The remaining divisions of 
England and Wales each recorded small increases, that in 
South Wales being the most important, with an addition of 
4,700. 

Of the three categories of cow^s and heifers in milk or in 
calf, those in milk showed a decline of 26,000, and cows in 
calf but not in milk one of 5,000 ; but on the otlier hand heifers 
in calf with their first calf showed an increase of over 26,000. 

Cattle under one year old again showed an increase, and 
the number returned, 1,344,245, was 6,145 in excess of that of 
1915. This is the largest figure recorded since this class of 
cattle was separately distinguished in the returns in 1893. 
Increases occurred in the south-eastern division (9,3001, south- 
western division (6,300) and in the eastern and north-eastern 
divisions ; but decreases were recorded in the north-western 
division (10,200), in the northern division (5,900), and in 
the east midlands (5,000). The increase in Wales amounted 
to 3,700, the southern division adding 5,800 whilst the northern 
division reduced its number of this class of cattle by 2,100. 

The number of other cattle one year old and under two also 
increased, the total, 1,374,089, being 76,866, or nearly 6 per- 
cent., greater than the number in 1915, This figure is the 
largest recorded since 1893. With only four exceptions in 
England and one in Wales, every county in the country added 
to this class of stock. 

Cattle two years old and above, excluding cows and heifers 
in milk or in calf, also showed an increase. The number 
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returned in 1916 was 1,067,765, an increase of 73,437, as 
compared with last year. The increase occurred in each 
division of tire country, except the northern. The principal 
additions were in the east midland division with 13,000, in the 
south-western, 11.000, and in the north-western, 10,000. Wales 
showed an increase in each county, the addition in that country 
being 13,000. . 


Sheep. 

The total number of Sheep in England and Wales on the 
5th June 1916 was 17,951,123, an increase of 428,546 as com- 
pared with last year. This brings the total very nearly up to 
that of the year 1912. All divisions of the country participated 
in the increase, the largest addition being recorded in North 
Wales with a gain of 108,000. Other large increases occurred 
in the north-western, northern and south-western divisions of 
England, and in South Wales. Decreases of 26,000 were returned 
in Wiltshire, and 18,000 in Hampshire, but in Kent, Lancaster, 
and Northumberland there were increases of about 25,000 each, 
whilst the increase in Devon was nearly 40,000, 

The number of ewes kept for breeding was 7,047,107, an 
increase of 175,369 as compared with 1915. The addition in 
IVales was 95,448, or 6 per cent., and in England 79,921 or 

1 ■ 5 per cent. In England the increase was principally confined 
to the midlands, the south-western, the northern and the north- 
western districts. 

The increase in the nuijiber of breeding ewes rvas accom- 
panied by an increase in the number of lambs, the total, 
7,307,055, being 137.863 in excess of that of 1915. All 
divisions showed an increase with the exception of the west 
midland ; the largest additions were returned in the northern,, 
north-western, south-eastern, and east midland divisions. 
The north^ of IVales showed an addition of 24,000. but in the 
south the increase was only about 7,000. The princip)al county 
increases were returned in Kent, Northumberland, Lincoln 
(Lindsey), Carmarthen and Cumberland. The noticeable de- 
creases occurred in Wiltshire, with a fall of 11,000, and in 
Somerset, with one of 10,000. 

The number of sheep one year old and above, other than 
ewes, was returned as 3,596,961, an increase of 115,314 over 
last year. Relatively the greatest part of this increase occurred 
in Wales, with an addition of 65,216, or nearly 8 per cent., 
while the increase in England was 60,098, or a little more than 

2 per cent. The north-eastern, south-eastern, and east midland 
divisions all returned smaller numbers, but the remaining 
divisions increased their stock of sheep of this category. The 
principal addition occurred in the south-rvestern division with 
an increase of 33,000, to wdiich Devonshire contributed 20,000. 
The north-western division added 21,000, Cumberland acoount-

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ing for 14,000. In Nortli Wales there was an increase of 30,000, 
and in South Wales one of 25,000, 

Pigs. 

There was a considerable decrease in the number of Pip as 
compared with 1915. The total number returned in 1916 was 
2,167,941, a decline of 252,086, or nearly 10.|- per cent. The 
decrease -svas general throughout the country, a few counties 
only in the eastern and south-eastern divisions showing an 
increase ; the principal losses occurred in the north-western, 
west midland, and south-western divisions. 

The number of sows kept for breeding ivas 282,997, a 
decrease of 15,166, as compared wdth 1915, The decrease was 
fairly general throughout the country, only two divisions, the 
eastern and the south-eastern, returning small increases. 

The number of other pigs was returned at 1,884,944, a 
decrease of 236,920 as compared wdth last year. This decline 
was observable in all divisions, the principal deficiencies being 
noted in the west midland, the south-western, and the north- 
■western divisions.

REPORT 

To the Secretary of the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries. 
Sir, 

I BEG to submit the Second Part of the Agricultural 
Statistics for 1916, containing returns of the yield of crops in 
England and Wales compiled from the estimates furnished by the 
Crop Reporters of the Board. Summaries of the corresponding 
returns for Scotland and Ireland, supplied by the respective 
Agricultural Departments, are included in Table 23, so as to 
present complete totals for the United Kingdom. 

The preliminary statements, giving the average yield per 
acre and total production of the crops for the whole of England 
and Wales, were issued as follows : — Hops on the 12th October ; 
corn, pulse, and hay, on the 1st November ; and potatoes and 
roots on the 27th November. 

Corn Crops. 

The total production of Wheat in England and Wales in 
1916 was 6,835,408 quarters, or 1,630,000 quarters less than 
in 1915, but only 100,000 quarters less than the average of the 
ten years mimediately preceding the war, viz., 1905-14. The 
reduction in the total crop as compared with the previous year 
was due mainly to the smaller area, but the yield per acre was 
also less. The yield in 1916 was 28 ‘60 bushels per acre, or 
more than 2^ bushels per acre less than in 1915, and 3^ bushels 
per acre below the average of the ten years 1906-15. The 
poorest results were obtained in the eastern and east-midland 
counties, the yield in the eastern division being only 25f bushels 
a (42)2224 Wt 49824—28 3000 & 90 5/17 E & S A 2 
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per acre, or 6| bushels per acre under average, and in the east- 
midland division 26i bushels per acre, or 5 bushels per acre 
below the ten-year mean. The north-eastern division also had 
a poor crop, the yield per acre being df bushels under average, 
but the East Riding of Yorkshire had a satisfactory crop’ 
yielding bushels per acre more than usual. South of the 
Thames crops varied from 4 bushels per acre under average in 
Kent to 14 bushels per acre above average in Corn^vall. The 
south-west gave a yield rather above the ten-year average ; and 
some of the west-midland counties also had ' better crops than 
usual. Wales and the northern and north-western divisions 
of England all obtained better crops than usual, the yield in 
the northern division being 1-f bushels, in tie north-western 
division one-third of a bushel, and in Wales two-thirds of a 
bushel per acre above average. 

The total production of Barley was 5,180,926 quarters, or 
650,000 quarters more than the very low production of 1915, 
but (owing partly to the acreage being beloiv the mean) 
1,000,000 quarters less' than the average of the ten years 
1906-14. The yield per acre, 31 ' 11 bushels, although nearly 
1| bushels greater than in 1915, was nevertheless 1 f bushels 
under average. As with wheat, crops were unsatisfactory in 
the east of the country, the yields there being 2 to 3 bushels 
per acre less than usual. The best results were obtained in the 
south-western and west-midland divisions, where yields were 
3 bushels and If- bushels per acre respectively above average, 
whilst the north-western division had a crop three-fourths of a 
bushel per acre better than usual. TJie northern division, 
mainly owing to a bad crop in Northumberland, had a yield 
one bushel per acre under average, whilst the yield in Wales 
was two-thirds of a bushel per acre less than usual. 

There was little change as compared with 1915 in the 
production of Oats, the total crop being 10,410,993 quarters, as 
compared with 10,386,907 quarters in the previous year. The 
total production was also slightly larger than the average of 
the last ten years before the war. The yield per acre was 
39' 95 bushels, or slightly more than in 1915, but about one- 
third of a bushel per acre below the average of the previous 
decade. With oats also the eastern divisions fared badly ; the 
yield per acre in the eastern division was 4i- bushels, in the 
north-eastern division 3f bushels, in the east-midland division 
3f bushels, and in the south-eastern division l-j- bushels per 
acre under average. The south-western division had a crop 
nearly 4|- bushels per acre above average, though the jdelds in 
Somerset and Dorset were not quite so good as usual. Yields 
were also over average in the west-midland division by 
1-|- bushels per acre, in the northern division by 3 bushels per 
acre, and in the north-western division by' two-thirds of a bushel 
per acre. Wales also had a satisfactory crop, the yield being 
half a bushel per acre above the ten-years’ average. 
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Beans were the only corn crop which gave an over average 
yield in 1916, namely, 30 '18 bushels per acre, or one-third of a 
bushel above average ; but the total production, owing to a 
reduced area under the crop, was only 862.377 quarters or 
180,000 quarters less than average. In the eastern and north- 
eastern divisions the yields were l~h bushels and two-thirds of 
a bushel per acre respectively less than usual, but in every 
other division over-average crops were obtained. The south- 
western division had the best crop, with a yield 6 |- bushels per 
acre better than usual, whilst the northern division had a crop 
4f bushels above average. ^ 

The total production of Peas, 260,105 quarters, was the 
smallest recorded since these returns were first collected in 
1884, and was little more than half the average of the ten years 
1905-14, owing largely to recent reductions in the area. The 
yield per acre was 24 '40 bushels, or I- 3 - bushels under average, 
lieldswere very poor in the north-eastern division, 3 f- bushels 
per acre under average, and in the eastern division, 2 f bushels 
per acre under average ; whilst the east-midland division had 
a crop one-fourth of a bushel, and the south-eastern division 
one-eighth of a bushel per acre less than usual.

As compared with 1915, wheat ivas not as heavy per bushel 
in 1916 by about three-fourths of a pound ; oats were about 
one-fifth of a pound lighter per bushel, whilst barley was about 
the same weiglit. Samples were also lighter than the average of 
the ten years 1906-15, wheat by half a pound per bushel, and 
barley and oats by about one-fourth of a pound per bushel. 
In the eastern and north-eastern division wheat was fully a 
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pound per bushel less than in 1915, whilst in the other parts 
of England the natural weight per bushel was about half a 
pound less than last year. Barley was also relatively lighter in 
the east than in the west and north of England. The north 
and north-western divisions of England also had good samples 
of oats, the natural weight being about three-fourths of a pound 
per bushel heavier than in l9l5, whilst this grain was also 
heavier than in 1915 in IVales by about one-fourth of a pound 
per bushel. In other parts of the country oats were lighter 
than in 1915 by about half a pound per bushel.

Harvest began on the 20th July with the cutting of oats in 
Surrey, This ivas just one day later than in 1915, which was, 
however, the latest date of the commencement of harvest since

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south of England and in Wales. In addition to heginning 
later than last year harvest lasted a day or two longer than in 
1915 in the case of wheat' and barley, and about six days longer 
in the case of oats. Still the average duration of wheat harvest 
was two days less, and of the barley harvest five days less than 
the average of the previous ten years, but the oat harvest lasted 
t-wo days longer than the average. 

Pol'ATO AND Root Oeops. 

The total production of Potatoes in England and AVales 
in 1916, 2,504,516 tons, ivas 350,000 tons less than in 1915, 
but only 170,000 tons below the average of the ten years before 
the war. The yield was 5 ' 85 tons per acre, or one-third of a 
ton per acre lighter than in 1915 and the same aiuoimt below 
the ten-year average. The eastern division had the most 
unsatisfactory crop, the yield being three-fourths of a ton per 
acre under average ; Cambridge, the most important county 
in this division, having a yield nearly seven-eighths of a ton 
per acre less than usual. In the north-eastern division 
Lincolnshire had a crop more than half a ton per acre lighter 
than usual, but Norfolk and the East Riding of Yorkshire each 
obtained slightly over-average results, and in the division as 
a whole the yield w'as one-third of a ton per acre under average. 
Lancashire did not fare badly, the yield being only one-sixth 
of a ton per acre below the normal, whilst Cheshire had a crop 
more than half a ton per acre above average ; but in the north- 
w'estern division as a whole one-fourth of a ton per acre 
less than usual wms lifted. The North 'and West Ridings of 
Yorkshire had a satisfactory quantity, the yield in each case 
being nearly half a ton per acre heavier than the average of 
the previous ten years, and in the northern division the yield 
was slightly heavier than usual. The only other division 
which obtained an over-average crop was the south-eastern, 
■where the yield was about one-seventh of a ton per acre heavier 
than usual. The yield in the east • midland division was 
half a ton, and in the west midland and south-western divisions 
about one-fifth of a ton per acre below average, whilst Wales 
had a crop two-thirds of a ton per acre less than usual. 

The jdeld per acre of Turnips and S-wedes, 13 ' 93 tons, 
■was 1! tons heavier than in 1915 and four-fifths of a ton above 
the average of the ten years 1906-15. The total production 
was 12,985,388 tons or 1,180,000 tons more than last year. 
The best crops were obtained in the south-western division 
w'here the yield was 1-| tons per acre above average, whilst the 
north-eastern division had a crop l-j- tons, the west-midland 
division over 1 ton, the eastern division 1 ton, the east- 
midland division three-fourths of a ton, and the northern 
division over half a ton per acre heavier than usual. Wales 
also had a crop half a ton per acre above average. The south- 
eastern division on the other hand had a crop nearly 1 ton 
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per acre under average, whilst in the north-western division, 
owing to a bad crop in Oumberhind, although the other counties 
had over-average crops, the yield was one-fourth of a ton per 
acre under average. 

The yield per acre of Mangolds, 19 '47 tons, was one-fifth 
of a ton above the average of the last ten years, and half a ton 
heavier than in 1915. The total production, 7,337,678 tons, 
was, however, 500,000 tons less than last year, owing to a reduced 
area under the crop. As in the case of turnips and swedes the 
worst crops were obtained in the south-eastern division, the 
yield in this division being 1|- tons per acre under average. 
Crops were about average in the east-midland and eastern 
divisions, whilst in the west-midland division the crop was 
one-fifth of a ton, in the south-western division one-third of a 
ton, in the northern division three-fifths of a ton, in the north- 
eastern division four-fifths of a ton, and in the north-western 
division seven-eighths of a ton per acre above average. The 
yield in Wales was just equal to the average of the previous 
ten years. 

Hay. 

The spring of 1916 was favourable for the growth of grass 
and good yields of Hay were obtained in practically all parts 
of the country. The total crop, 8,837,590 tons, was 2,250,000 
tons greater than in 1915 and 822,000 tons above the average 
of the ten years 1905-14. 

The total production of Hay from Clover, Sainfoin and 
Grasses under Rotation was 2,898,804 tons, or 610,000 
tons more than in 1915, and the heaviest crop since 1907. The 
yield per acre, 32 '89 cwts. was the highest recorded since 
1898, and was over 3 cwts. per acre heavier than in 1915 and 
nearly 4 cwts. per acre above average. Bedford was the only 
county in England which had a lighter crop than usual, but 
in the eastern division as a whole the yield was 5 cwts. per 
acre above average. Crops were 6J- cwts. per acre heavier tha,n 
usual in the north-eastern division, 5^ cwts. per acre in the east- 
midland division, nearly 5 cwts. per acre in the west-midland 
and northern divisions, 2f cwts. per acre in the south-western 
division, 21- cwts. per acre in the south-eastern division, and 
If cwts. per acre above average in the north-western division 
of England. In Wales, Breconshire and Anglesey had lighter 
crops than usual, but in the Principality, as a whole, the yield 
was rather more than 2 cwts. per acre above average. 

The yield per acre of Meadow Hay was relatively not so 
heavy as that from clover and rotation grasses, and nine 
counties returned under average crops. The total production, 
5,938,786 tons, was 1,640,000 tons greater than in 1915, whilst 
the yield per acre, 24 '61 cwts,, was more tlian 6 cwts, heavier 
than last 3 mar and If cwts. above average. The north-eastern 
and eastern divisions had the best results, crops in these 
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divisions being 3i owts. and 2 ^ cwts. per aero respectively 
above average. The west-midland division obtained a crop 
dj- cwts, per acre, the east-midland division 2J cwts. per acre 
the south-eastern division IJ cwts. per acre, the northern 
division 1 5 cwts. per acre, and the south-western and north- 
western divisions half a hundredweight per acre above average 
Wales also had a very satisfactory crop, the yield being neaSy 
2 cwts. per acre above the ten-year mean. 


Hops. 

Following the unsatisfactory crop of 1915 Hops gave a 
iniich better yield this year, the yield per acre, 9 ' 82 cwts 
being 2^ cwts. per acre heavier than in 1915 and three-fourths 
of a cwt. above the average. The total production was 307 856 
cwts or o3,000 cwts. more tlian in 1915. Kent had a crop 
one-hith of a cwt. per acre above average, the yield in East 
Kent being two-thirds of a cwt. and in Mid-Kent over half a 
cwt. per acre better than usual, but the Weald of Kent onlv 
obtained a crop some three-fifths of a cwt. per acre under 
average. Surrey also had a crop about one-fifth of a cwt per 
acre better than usual, whilst the yield in Sussex was two-fifths 
of a cwt,, and in Hampshire over 2 cwts. per acre above average 
iiie western counties also obtained very satisfactory yields 
llorcestershire having a crop li cwts., and Herefordshire 
w, cwts. per acre above the average of the previous ten years.

I liEQ to submit tlie tliird part of the volume of Agricultural 
Statistics for 191G, containing particulars of the prices of corn, 
live stock, and other agricultural products, of supplies of 
live stock at markets in England and Wales, and of the trade 
in live stock between Ireland and Great Britain. 

Prices of Corn. 

The prices of corn during 1016 (Tables 24-29) continued to 
show the progressive rise -which has accompanied the War. 
The average price of wheat in 1916 was 58s. 5d. per quarter, 
a figure wliicli -was last exceeded in 1873 when the average 
price -vvas 58s. 8d. The figures for the other cereals -were still 
more remarkable. The price of barley, 53s. 6d., has not been 
exceeded since 1818, wdien it reached 53s. Wd. Oats were 
returned at 33s. 5d. per quarter in 1916, a figure which has not 
been exceeded in a hundred years, the highest during that 
period having been 32s. od. in 1817 and 1818. The last year 
in which oats had been above the level of 1916 was 1813, 
when they averaged 38s. 6d. per quarter. 

The outstanding feature of tlie course of prices of cereals 
during the year was the great rise, especially at the end of 
the year. In the case of wheat prices fell markedly during 
June and July but rose again sharply in the autumn, and by 
the close of the year reached a maximum of 75s. lOd., an increase 
of 36 per cent, over the opening figure. The prices of barley 
follow'ed a similar cohi-se, but oats were almost stationary until 
November, the closing figures being 67s. 5d. and 47s. 4d., an 
increase of 41 and 50 per cent, respectively over the figures for 
the first week of January. 
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The quantities returned as sold at the markets scheduled 
under the Corn Returns Act, 1882, as compared with 1915, 
showed in the case of wheat an increase from 3 ' 2 to 3 ' 6 million 
quarters, and in the case of barley and oats a decrease of 14 and 
5 per cent, respectively. ' 

The high prices are reflected in the increased value ot the 
tithe rent-charge, the value of 1001. for 1917 being calculated 
at m. Is. Oid. against 83L 2s. 6fd. for 1916. The former 
figure is the highest since 1885, when it was just under 941. 

Live Stock and Meat. 

Prices of fat cattle during 1916, while showing a general 
rise of about 2s. per 14-lb. stone, exhibited an even more marked 
seasonal difference than in the previous year, the June average 
being fully 4s. above the danuary level. The fall in the late 
summer was correspondingly marked, but December showed a 
big increase over November, the closing price being from 3s. to 
4s. per 14-lb. stone above the January level. 

The prices of milch cows rose very steadily, first quality 
Shorthorns in milk closing at.40L 7s. as compared with 291. 19s. 
at the end of 1915. First quality animals were, on the average 
of the year, higher by 71.-81. 

The increased prices obtained for sheep during 1916 corre- 
sponded very fairly with those made by cattle ; they reached a 
maximum in May, when first quality Downs and Crossbreds 
were fetching 14J. per lb. against a maximum of nearly 12d. in 
1915, and again at the end of the year, when they were even 
higher than in May. On the average, prices were about 2d. per 
lb. above those of the previous year. 

Bacon pigs show a still greater appreciation. The average 
price during the j^ear under notice for first quality was 12s. 4d. 
per stone, as compared with 9s. Id. in 1915, the closing price 
being 13s. 3d., against 10s. 6d. per stone in 1915. Porkers were 
also some 3s. per stone higher than a year ago. 

The prices of store stock (Table 32) followed a similar course, 
being more marked in three-year-old cattle than in the younger 
clSBSSS 

The prices of meat (Tables 33 and 34) also followed the prices 
of stock. Beef averaged 10s. to 14s. per cwt. higher, and this 
applies equally to fresh, frozen, or chilled, so that tte movement 
in home-grown and imported meat was last year similar. 

British veal also increased in value very markedly, the 
average price in 1916 being 112s. 6d. per cwt. as compared with 
86s. Gd. in the preceding year. Mutton was about 20s. per cwt. 
higher, foreign advancing rather more than British. 

Dairy Produce. ' 

Contracts for milk made at Lady Day were generally at 
about 12d. per imperial gallon for May and June, and 14d. or 
sometimes 15d. for the remaining four summer months, a rise 
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of :id. to id. over the corresponding prices of last year. For 
the six winter months contracts at Michaelmas mostly ranged 
from 15d. to 17d., the average being probably not far fiW 
16d, 

The fluctuations in the price of butter during the year were 
considerable, but with an upward tendency, and the rise in the 
autumn was exceptional, December prices being quite 50s. per 
cwt. above May, British at the beginning of the year stood at 
18s. to 19s. 3d. per 12 lbs. and at the close at 22s. 3d. to 23s. 6d. 
In December best Danish reached the record price of 223s. 
per cwt., and in fact all kinds (except Irish factory butter) were 
making over 101. per cwt. at the close of the year. On the 
whole, prices of butter were some 25s. per cwt. above 1915. 

Cheese also continued to rise, Cheddar reaching 135s. 6d. 
per cwt. in December. 

At the beginning of the year, eggs averaged 18s. to 20s. per 
great hundred ; but in December first quality made over 30s 
and on the year were about 4s. dearer than in 1915. 


Other Ageioultueal Prodhoe. ■ 

Potatoes, which did not, as a rule, exceed 51. per ton 
during the fiist three months of the year, increased very rapidly 
thereafter, and were making 101. to 121. or more in June 
When the new season began, first and second earlies were 
priced at 61. to 71. during August, but after October, when the 
main crop made 71. to 81., prices, owing to the short harvest in ' 
the United Kingdom, jumped up suddenly, and the December 
average ranged from 101. to 121. per ton. On the whole, prices 
in 1916 were almost double those of 1915. 

Hay, which was generally an abundant crop, nevertheless 
shared in the general increase in prices, as did roots for cattle 
feeding. Most vegetables were also much dearer than in 1915, 
except cabbages, brussels sprouts, cauliflowers, and the like, 
which showed scarcely any advance ; the greatest increase was 
shmvn by carrots. All fruit was dearer, particularly pears 
plums, and damsons. ’ 

Hops gave a better yield than in 1915 and prices conse- 
quently only advanced by 20s. to 30s. per cwt., the index 
number advancing from 140 to 166, or hardly 20 per cent. 

O'^ing to all wool being taken by the Anny Council at 
3o per cent, above 1914 prices, the usual country fairs were not 
held, and consequently the table showing these prices cannot be 
given. 


Supplies oe Live Stock at Markets. 

The number of fat cattle returned as entering the principal 
markets (lable 42) again showed an increase over last year, 

E 2 
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tlie increase amounting to some 27,000 or 4 per cent. In tlie 
case of store cattle tlie number returned ivas, however, prac- 
tically the same as the ligure for 1915. 

Dairy cov,'S showed but a very slight reduction in number, 
but calves were distinctly below the 1915 total. 

The number of sheep marketed was practically the same, 
but pigs, both store and fat, showed a drop.of 12 or 14 per cent, 
in each case. 


Aguioultural Index Numder. 

This figure is intended to measure the general change in the 
lalue of the produce sold off the farms. The subjoined table 
shows that taking the average prices of 1906-1908 as lOU the 
index number rose steadily, with a slight check during the 
summer, from 154 in January to 204 in December 1916, the 
average for the year being 178, as against 138 in 1915. 

The most marked rise was in potatoes, which from 133 in 
November 1915 rose to 335 in November 1916. Of other 
commodities it may be said generally that corn stood, relatively 
to 1906-8, at a rather higher level than animal produce.

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Trade in Live Stock with Ireland. 

The .uuiuLer of liorseB imported from Ireland to Great 
Britain in 1916 was 6,878, as compared with 17,811 in 1915. 

I’at cattle showed a recovery from 1915, and last year the 
imports from Ireland numbered 42.3,733, or 60,461 more than a 
year previously, this being, apart from 1914, when 455,444 
were imjiorted, the largest number on record. Store cattle 
numbered 442,745, practically the same as in 1915. Calves 
numbered only 13,180, about half the 1915 total and the 
smallest number for many years. With. 9,398 “ other cattle ” 
the total number imported from Ireland during the year was 
889,056— less than in 1913 or 1914, but 60,000 above the 
average of 1911-15. 

Sheep imported from Ireland amounted to 636,737, about 
half of them being lambs, dhe number of these animals had 
been steadily declining for many years past until last year, and 
this figure represents an increase' of nearly 150,000, or about 
30 per cent, over the 1915 total. 

Pigs also showed a recovery from the very low figure of 
179,056 in 1915, and the total received in 1916 was 278,147 ; 
practically 100,000 or 55 per cent., greater. 

The live-stock exported from Great Britain to Ireland were 
as follows ; Horses, 4,944 (including 1,042 stallions and 2,400 
mares); .cattle, -415; sheep, 20,169; and pigs, 43. These 
numbers do not differ materially from the figures of the previous 
year.
